NORTH CAROLINA 
AUTOMOTIVE MEN 
FIGHT 6 P. C. TAX 


P ro posed Legislation 
Opposed in Three 
Other States 


Legislation that would affect 
the motoring public and the auto- 
motive industry in four states is, 
in many instances, meeting with 
stiff opposition. In North Caro- 
lina dealers are opposing a 6 per 
cent. automobile sales tax; Ohio 
bilis would replace bills of sale 
with certificate of title and would 
abolish all taxes on automobiles 
with the exception of the gaso- 
line tax; Oregon bills would al- 
low railroads to substitute buses, 
revise fees for trucks and buses 
and establish a state fund for per- 
sons injured by automobiles, while 
in Illinois motorists are opposed 
to a 3 cent a gallon tax on gaso- 
line.

lina are being marshaled into 
opposition to a sales tax of 6 
per cent. on every new Car, as 
proposed in a bill before the 
General Assembly. 

The chief figure in lining up 
this opposition is Hoke 8S. Baggs 
of Winston-Salem, recently elect- 
ed president of the North Caro- 
lina Automotive Trade Associa- 
tion, and a dealer of importance 
in his own right as head of the 
Norfleet-Baggs Corporation, Win- 
ston-Salem, and the North State 
Motors, Greensboro. 

“This is such unfair class legis- 
lation we do not believe there is 
any chance of such a bill becoming 
law,” says Mr. Baggs in his broad- | 
cast appeal, “but we must not re- 
main quiet and do nothing about 


it, or it may slip through. This 
letter is to ask each dealer to im- 
mediately file a protest with his 


representative at Raleigh against 
the passage of any such legislation. 
We have just been relieved of the 
Federal excise tax and we certainly 
do not want to be burcened with a 
sales tax. 

“The 5-cent gas tax will raise 
about $20,000,000 in North Carolina, 
and, of course, is paid by the con- 
sumer, but the 6 per cent. tax would 


likewise be passed on to the con- 
sumer.” 
Mr. Baggs asks vigorous expres- 


sion by word of mouth and through 
the press, and has arranged for all 
opposition to express itself through 
Coleman W. Roberts, manager of 
the association, and also manager 
of the Carolina Motor Club. The 
motor club is fighting the sales tax 
proposal also with all its vigor. 


Ohio Would Replace 
Car Bills of Sale 


Columbus, O., Feb. 15 (U. T. 
P. S.).—An amendment to the Ohio 
automobile law which would abolish 
bills of sale for all automobile sales 
and replace them with certificate 
of title, similar to real estate deeds, 
was introduced in the Ohio Legisla- 
ture by Representative Abele of 
Cuyahoga county. The measure pro- 
vides that every car owner be is- 
sued a new certificate of title upon

Seven thousand Studebaker deal- 
ers, with agencies located through- 
out the world, tomorrow celebrate 
the seventy-seventh anniversary 
of the founding of the Studebaker 
Corporation of America, which 
was established in this city, Feb- 
ruary 16, 1852. by the late Henry 
and Clement Studebaker. 

The little shop and $68, which 
represented the first Studebaker 
capital, has grown into one of the 
largest automobile manufacturing 
concerns in America, backed by 
actual net assets of more than 
$105,000,000 and employing 21,000 
persons. Dealers in every country 
in the world sell the products of 
the great factories in South Bend, 


Detroit and Walkerville, Ont 
Studebaker’s automotive exper- 
ience dates back to 1899 The 


Studebaker Brothers Manufactur- 
ing Company was then one of the 


largest vehicle builders in the 
world. The first experiments were 
with electrically driven motors 


In 1904 the superiority of the gaso- 
line engine led to the development 
of the first Studebaker automo- 
bile—a _ sixteen-horsepower ma- 
chine with the motor located 
under the front seat.

Abroad

NDIANAPOLIS. IN D., 
Feb. 15.—G. M. Williams, 
president of the Marmon Mo- 
tor Company, accompanied by 
Frank L. Hambly, export 
manager, will sail for Europe 
March 1 to introduce the new 
Roosevelt eight in England 

and on the continent. 

This announcement is coincident 
with Marmon’s widespread expan- 
sion in the domestic factory and 
field organization. The export di- 
vision of the company, already op- 


erating in more than forty foreign 
countries, will extend its activities 


|to provide even greater penetration 


of the foreign market. The tour of 
Europe with a Roosevelt model will 
be one important step in this pro- 
gram 

Another is the appointment by 
Mr. Hambly of W. W. Stillson, for- 
merly associated with Marmon in 
the capacity of Southern regional 
manager, as special export repre- 
sentative. Mr. Stillson will leave 
immediately for a trip around the 
world for the purpose of estab- 
lishing new connections in many 
of the far corners of the world.

Detroit, Feb. 15 New business 
being booked by Murray Corpora- 
tion of America for the last half of 
this year indicates a volume for that

Volume of Business in 
Detroit Area Improves 
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Association for this week. It 
amounts to 2,675, which brings the 
present total to 294,903. This is 
65,106 more men than were em- 
ployed in about the same plants a 
year ago. 

From every side come reports of 
increased manufacturing schedules. 
Increased activities of the new Du- 
rant organization at Lansing are 
partially reponsible for the estab- 
lishment of new high records at the 
capital, where more than a third 
more men are working than were 
employed a year ago. 

Reo reports shipments well in ex- 
cess of those of February, 1928, 
which was the biggest February re- 
corded to date by that company. 
Moreover, unfilled orders for Reo, 
both passenger and Speed Wagon, 
are three times what they were a 
year ago. Mystery about the new 
plans of Reo is still more or less 
maintained. : 

Olds Motor Works is especially 
busy with the present lines and 
work is going forward steadily on 
the new companion car to Oldsmo- 
bile that is now scheduled for an- 
nouncement some time in March. 
In the rush of work there has been 
a slight delay in presenting this 
new member of the family, which 
it was originally hoped to show to 
the newspaper men before the end 
ef February. 

Chevrolet, Buick and AC Spark 
Plug are working full blast, and the 
activities of Fisher Body are natu- 
rally increased by the larger demand 
from the two passenger car divi- 
sions of Geenral Motors. AC Spark 
Plug is expanding its plant again 
and has already taken on more men, 
with the prospect that the pay rolls 
there will be increased materially 
in the very near future. 

At Pontiac, the city’s four major 
industries—Oakland Motor Car 
Company, Fisher Body, General 
Motors Truck and Wilson foundry 
and Machine Company—report 

peak operation, with some new 
high figures certain to be estab- 
lished when the February reports 
are complete. The Wilson Com- 
pany is working on its heaviest 
schedules of production for Whip- 
pets and Willys-Overland, the 
factory production of these having 
been stepped up to about 2,000 a 
day. , 

In the immediate Detroit dis- 
trict Ford is working toward a do- 
mestic production of 8,500 cars a 
day, and the daily additions to pay 
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roll are being made at the rate of 
from 300 to 500 men. Three new 
steel furnaces at the Rouge plant 
are getting into production, with a 
resultant 30 per cent. increase in 
the Ford steel output, which may 
reach 600,000 tons this year, accord- 
ing to factory officials. 

In Detroit proper preparations to 
produce the Chrysler-built Plym- 
outh in the largest one-story auto- 
mobile plant in the world are well 
under way. The plant, which has 
a ground plan of nearly thirty-five 
acres, lies in a newly developed in- 
dustrial section of the city, with a 
main building three-fourths of a 
mile long and other structures in 
proportion. Rearrangements’ of 
space at the Chrysler Highland Park 
plant and a more nearly segregated 
plan of operating the various divi- 
sions of Chrysler Motors have been 
practically completed. 

Packard’s additions to sales and 
service facilities are important to 
the Detroit district. Besides an ex- 
tensive new headquarters in the 
east end, the company’s main sales 
and service headquarters in the cen- 
ter of the city are being expanded 
to a large extent. 

The latest expansion of the Aaron 
De Roy Motor Car Company, Hud- 
son-Essex distributor in this district, 
has been notable. The Woodward 
Avenue headquarters is claimed to 
be the handsomest automobile show- 
room in this country, following the 
general design and decoration of a 
Spanish garden. 

Continental Motors is making 
steady progress in the develop- 
ment of its aircraft engine divi- 
sion. The new plant is under roof, 
and construction is being speeded, 
with prospect that actual output 
of the lines will begin in April. 
This will add materially to the 
volume of Continental business; 
officials say that the present de- 
mand for engines by makers of 
aircraft shows no sign of decrease. 
The difficulty will be to keep it 
filled, in their judgment. 

Detroit is likely to have an air- 
port operated by business men and 
not by the cify. A site a mile 
square has been selected near 
Wayne, Mich. which will be 
equipped with the best obtainable 
modern buildings and facilities. 
There are to be six runways, two 
diagonals with a stretch of 4,800 
feet each and four up and down and 
across the field that will have a 
length of 3,500 feet each. Provision 
on the site has been made for twelve

TIRE EXPORT MARKET

Washington, Feb. 15.—Argentina 
continues to be the leading foreign 
customer for American tires, al- 


though shipments to that country 
declined last year as compared with | 


those in 1927. Exports of United 
casings in 1928 totaled 2,692,896, as 
against 2,811,192 in the previous 


year. 

Brazil, which was fourth in rank 
in 1927 as a tire customer of the 
United States and twelfth in 1926, 
has risen to second place, the com- 
parative figures show. Mexico has 
risen from tenth to fourth place in 
the last two years.

VERY city and most towns in this far-flung country of 

ours are wrestling with a traffic problem. So far the 
bouts have usually resulted in straight-fall victories for Kid 
Traffic Problem. In most cities those best qualified to speak 
will acknowledge that the problem is further from solution 
than it was in the days when it first became a problem. 

This is true, we believe, because every attempt at solu- 
tion of the traffic problem so far has been based on an utterly 
false premise. This premise is that two kinds of traffic can 
occupy the same right of way at the same time with satis- 
factory results to either. 
lem which may be offered, based on vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic using the same right of way, is not a solution at all. 
It may be a temporary remedy, but as long as the basic er- 
ror of mixed traffic persists there is no solution in sight. 

While most cities have had to be content with trying 
remedies of various sorts, one-way streets, anti-parking laws, 
etc., Chicago has stepped out and is apparently solving one 
phase at least of its problem. Chicago perhaps owes its 
solution of part of its traffic problem to its peculiarly favor- 
able situation geographically, or, should we say, physically. 
The fact that its northern border 
has made the method of traffic improvement, 
used, a possibility. 

Out in the lake the city has built a wide stretch of land, 
north of the Illinois Central tracks. Over this reclaimed 
area have been built two wide boulevards, one used for south- 
bound traffic, the other for north-going vehicles. Between 
the two are wide parking spaces capable of accommodating 
all the cars in Illinois. The wide roadways and absence of 
all crossings make high speeds not only safe but desirable.

Total for Month 
1,012, as Against 
516 One Year Ago

ALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, | 


Feb. 15.—It was gener- 


ally expected that sales of! 


new cars during January in 
this state would be lighter 
than usual, due to the unusual 
severity of the weather dur- 
ing the greater part of the 
month, but in spite of weather 
conditions new car registra- 
tions were more than double 
those of January, 1928 

Popularity of the lighter makes of 
cars accounts in great measure for 
the increase, which also represents 
a corresponding increase in money 
volume. 

Passenger car sales in the state 
for the past month were 1,012, as 
compared with 516 for January of 
last year, according to the figures 
on registrations which have just 
been issued. 

In Salt Lake county, where the 
bulk of the population is in Salt 
Lake City, 413 registrations were re- 
ported, compared with only 185 a 
year ago. In Weber county, the next 
largest urban area, eighty-seven new 
cars were registered, as compared 
with forty-nine in January, 1928 

New cars are moving slowly at 
this time. Weather conditions here 
are exceptionally severe this winter. 
Used car stocks are large and prices 
are as low, if not lower, than they 
have been for many years. But used 
cars are moving a little better than 
new cars, although neither are sell- 
ing well. 

The industrial outlook is very 
good, rarely better. The heavy 
snowfalls have assured an abund- 
ance of moisture for the 1929 
crops, the metal mining and smelt- 
ing business is in good shape, and 
the same may be said of all other 
essential industries, while the 
-prospects for an _ exceptionally 
heavy tourist business are very 
bright.

SEAMLESS BODIES 


Seamless bodies apparently have - 
struck a responsive chord and 
there seems to be little question 
that this type of construction is 
destined to play an important part 
in the production of the future 
automobile body. Under the pres- 
ent methods of production the 
arguments that this type of body 
is subject to rumbles and road 
noises seem to have little if any 
foundation. And since the proc- 
ess is comparatively new there is 
little doubt that any undesirable 
features can be readily corrected 
as this method of construction 
advances. 

This process has nothing whatever 
to do with the design of the body so 
far as outward appearance or pas- 
senger comfort is concerned. It 
merely relates to the method of 
joining seams so that the seams 
themselves are eliminated and there 
is less tendency for the body to de- 
velop squeaks 

The seamless body does not mean 
that the body is ultra-streamlined, 
as this is not necessarily the case. 
However, this process promises to 
lend itself well to the ultra-stream- 
lined car which wil] no doubt find 
its place on the roads of the world 
in the very near future. In such 
body it is quite likely that such 
parts as lamps, fenders and so forth 
will become part of the body as a 
whole. 

An example of streamline car- 
ried to an extreme in an effort to 
reduce frontal area and lessen 
wind resistance is the design of 
the Golden Arrow, with which 
Major Segrave hopes to establish 
a speed of 240 miles as hour.

HOUDAILLE-HERSHEY CORPORATION 
HE new Houdaille-Hershey Corporation represents the 
combined assets of the former Houdaille Corporation, 
Hershey Corporation, and the Oakes Products Corporation, 
the three companies having been brought together by a 


merger approved by stockholders on January 28, 1929. 

This new, strong combination unites three manufacturing concerns 
whose products include shock absorbers, the principal output of Hou- 
daille; tire carriers and coincidental locks for steering wheels and 
ignition, from the Hershey plants, and fans, tire carriers, door handles, 
etc., by Oakes. Their products are gaining in popularity. 

The Houdaille Corporation was formed in November, 1928, for 
the purpose of acquiring the assets of the Houde Engineering Cor- 
poration of Buffalo, N. Y., manufacturer of the Houdaille hydraulic 
shock absorber. Hershey Corporation came into being only a month 
before Houdaille, being organized to take over the Hershey Manu- 
facturing Company of Chicago, and the Oakes Products Corporation 
was formed only a few months earlier to acquire the Oakes Com- 
pany of Indianapolis. C. L. Barnes was president of each of the 
three old companies and heads the consolidation. 

The Houdaille shock absorber is to be found on the new Ford car, 
as well as on the Lincoln, Nash Advanced Six, Chrysler Imperial 80, 
Stearns-Knight, Pierce-Arrow, Jordan, Cunningham and thirty-three 
European cars.
